Format and treatment 
are similar th those of the literary and educational Supplements; contributors include 
free-lance specialists as well as Times correspondents. Of twelve articles contained in 
the issue reviewed, only one, on technical training in Africa, is specifically educational 
although information pertinent to fundamental education appears also in studies of housing 
problems in the West Indies, pest control in colonial agriculture, and the interdepen- 
dance of man and beast in African economy. Other articles contain information on politi-

Beginning with this second volume, the Demographic Yearbook proposes to present 
in each issue one subject for major emphasis, while repeating annually certain basic ta- 
bles. The current issue is focused upon marriage and fertility, with approximately half 
the volume devoted to detailed statistical analyses of the demographic aspects of these 
questions. Other tables treat population, mortality and migration. The basic data were 
compiled from governmental replies to questionnaires; the limitations of the statistical 
reliability of this technique are carefully noted. Regional analysis is extremely detai- 
led (se geographical divisions are listed for Africa, for example), and much of the in- 
formation covers up to 1948/49- Although there are no entries in many of the tables for 
the small countries and few at all for the U.S.S.R., the Yearbook should become increasin- 
gly valuable for educational reference libraries as the coverage of specialized topics 
expands throughout the series. An extensive bibliography of national statistical sources 


is included.

"This volume is an attempt to put into the fewest possible words an approach 
that will be of practical value to everyone where interest in school-community relations

The author - a lecturer in economics in the University of Malaya - describes 
the development of co-operatives which began, as in India and in Ceylon, with the object 
of solving the probiém of the indebtedness of the peasant population. 

The report also describes the next steps to be taken in order to increase the 
activities of the producer, Marketing, the consumer, thrift and credit, and better living 
societies are also dealt with. In this connexion, the need for State help is stressed, 


especially in the field of education in the principles of co-operation.

A report on the first cighteen months! study carried out by the National Advisory 
Council on the Training and Supply of Teachers. It deals with the large post-war increase 
in the number of children entering schools and records what has been accomplished in the 
recuitment and training of teachers in the United Kingdom. The serious difficulties facing 
the Ministry of Education because of the increased school population and the limited field 
from which teachers, especially women, can be recruited are presented. The recommendations 


of the National Advisory Council offer a challenge to professional educators. 
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Gt. Brit. Scottish Education Dept. The Primary School in Scotland: a memorandum on the 


curriculum. Edinburgh: H.M.S.0., 1950+ 131 PP- 2 S- 6d. 


Originally intended as an official report of the Education Department, this 
manual is useful as a quick reference guide for primary school teachers and supervisors, 
not only in Scotland but inmany other Inglish-speaking regions as well. Some thirty topics 
are considered, the majority treating the techniques of subject matter presentation, Pro- 

lems of classroom organization and pupil guidance are also covered, and chapter heading 
range from "Spelling" and "Needlework" to "Education in Character and Conduct" and ''The 
Retarded Child". Treatment is necessarily brief, but most chapters describe currently 

approved trends and elaborate specific, practical procedures. A topical bibliography for 


further reading would seem desirable in any later edition. 


Yorkshire, England. Fast Riding. Education Committee. The First Five Years; an account of 
the operation of the Education Act of 1944 -+- (Beverley, Yorkshire), 1951 (?) 6 pp.

A graphic account of the extent to which one local Education Committee has been 
able to implement the staturory reforms prescribed in 1944. The analysis covers primary, 
secondary, higher and technical education. Although the Committee is able to point to 
encouraging progress on each of these levels, it faces realistically the necessity for 
considerable further improvement in both equipment and instructional procedure in the 
years immediately ahead. Implicit throughout the report is the Committee's concern to 
avoid too rigid a curriculum and to provide for each child the most effective public educa- 


tion possible within its reseurces.

When Unesco and the Haitian Government undertook a pilot project in fundamental 
educetion in the Marbial Valley, one of the results aimed at was the production of teaching 
material for rural schools throughout the country. After initial studies made by Dr. R. Hall 
a series of primers in standardized Creole was prepared by Mr. E. Gabriel. The method is 
based on Dr. I. A. Réchards'work. Pupils start with full sentences, in controlled patterns 
and with a limited vocabulary. There are frequent repetitions and drills; illustrations are 
of the stick-figure type, designed to reinforce the meanings of functional words such as 
prepositions. The primers were first produced in draft editions, the final texts being 
printed by offset.
